Click on the name and you will see the contents and information. On the right hand side you will see 
an icon labeled Read and Read Online. Click Read Online and Open Library will take you to the 
website of Internet Archive, a repository of digital books open to the public for free. When my title 
opens up, on the right hand side is a box with options on how to read this book. Click on PDF and my 
book will open to the first page and on the lower right hand side will be an icon of a floppy disk. I 
suggest you save this book to your computer so you can read it at your leisure. 

I originally wrote this article in 201 1 and I can see no one has found the parents of Wilson R. Johnson 
yet by 2015, so I decided to help those of you who are interested in his family and ancestors to teach 
you how to find his parentage. I hope you will take advantage of my hard work and share with me 
what you find.

Migratory Route to Cumberland County, Kentucky 

Additional information to help researchers concerning Wilson R. Johnson would be his migratory 
route from North Carolina or Virginia into Cumberland County, Kentucky. 

When Daniel Boone mapped the route from Virginia through the Cumberland Gap into Kentucky, for 
over a hundred years previously, settlers and Native Americans had been using that route. 

Since we do not know which state Wilson R. Johnson was really born in, could be North Carolina or 
Virginia according to his and his daughter's census records, it appears when he finally left his birth 
state he followed the migratory pattern laid down by other's including his future father-in-law; David 
Galton, who shows up in Cumberland County, Kentucky by the 1830 census. 

We have not been successful in locating Wilson R. Johnson in the 1830 census he would have been 
aged 18 by then and still could have been living at home with his parents. 
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A great many on www.ancestry.com believe he was the son of Benjamin and Amelia ( ) 

Johnson who lived in Rowan County, North Carolina until 1808, then moved to Iredell County, North 
Carolina until they moved to Saint Charles County, Missouri in 1823. 

If they were Wilson R. Johnson's parents, then why didn't little 11- year-old Wilson accompany his 
parents to Missouri in 1823? Because Benjamin and Amelia ( ) Johnson were not his parents. 

We can only assume if Wilson R. Johnson came to Cumberland County, Kentucky he came with his 
parents. Or, his parents had died in his birth state and he came as a grown man... alone. 

But this raises another question, why settle in Cumberland County, Kentucky? Why not continue on to 
points west where other pioneers were going and the answer seems obvious... Savina (GALTON). 

First let's get some facts straight... 

1. Cumberland County, Kentucky was created December 14, 1798, from a portion of 

Green County and named for the Cumberland River, 7 years after Kentucky became a state. 

2. Cumberland County, Kentucky now borders Clay County, Tennessee. 

3. Clay County, Tennessee was created 24 June 1870 from Jackson and Overton counties. 

4. Overton County, Tennessee was established 1 1 September 1806 from Jackson County. 




When the census of 1830 stated David Galton was living south of the Cumberland River in 
Cumberland County, Kentucky he could of actually been really close to Overton County, Tennessee 
since they bordered each other back in 1830. 

It wasn't until 1870 Clay County, Tennessee was created from Overton County, Tennessee. 
This information plays a significant role in discovering the whereabouts of Wilson R. Johnson. 
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Looking at the 1830 census of South of the Cumberland River in Cumberland County, Kentucky, 
where Wilson's future father-in-law is living we find the following Johnson families. 

1 . Henry Johnson aged 20-29 not Wilson's father. 

2. Jeanette Johnson but she is living North of the Cumberland River and she does have a boy 
aged 15-19, just Wilson's age in 1830. 

3. Joseph Johnson no sons Wilson's age. 

4. Thomas Johnson no sons. 

5. William Johnson no sons. 

Unless 60-69-year-old Jeanette Johnson is Wilson's mother it appears Wilson is not in this area. 

Remember 18-year-old Wilson R. Johnson could still be living with his parents in Virginia or North 
Carolina in 1830. 

Let's take an in-depth analysis of his future father-in-law; David Galton. 

David and Sarah Franklin (SCOTT) Galton Golton Gaulton 

David Galton or Golton or Gaulton was born circa 1779 in North Carolina. Evidently according to 
other's trees, David married Sarah Franklin Marshall (SCOTT) in Tennessee on 29 August 1811. 

Having no success in locating David in the 1820 census, I found him in the 1830 census of South of 
the Cumberland River in Cumberland County, Kentucky. His daughter; Savina (GALTON) was aged 
14 in this census. 

At age 14 she is marrying age and could have been married 1830-1840. We know Wilson and 
Savina's first child was Sarah "Sally" A. (JOHNSON) born circa 1839 in Overton County, Tennessee. 
Many on the Internet have her born in Clay County, Tennessee but Clay County had not been 
created out of Overton County until 1870. 

The question is... when did David Galton move from South of the Cumberland River in Cumberland 
County, Kentucky in 1830 to Overton County, Tennessee by the 1840 census? The only way to 
answer this is to order the deeds of Cumberland County, Kentucky from the Family History Center of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints at the following website... or actually go to 
Cumberland County, Kentucky. I suggest the latter.

If you can find the earliest deed record for David Galton using all variables of spelling in Cumberland 
County, Kentucky, then this will indicate his approximate arrival date into Cumberland County. 

If you can find his last sold entry of property this is an indication of when he departed Cumberland 
County and moved to Overton County, Tennessee, where he remained until his death after 1850. 

I checked the Family Search website for a marriage record of Wilson Johnson and Savina (GALTON) 
in Cumberland County, Kentucky using all types of variables for her name and none was listed. 
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This does not mean the record is not listed in the marriage books, it just means Family Search did not 
have it. 

Concerning digital records on the internet 

Many feel the digital records they find on ancestry.com and Family Search and other locations are 
complete and up-to-date. This is not so, I have found some transcribers were hired by ancestry.com 
from India and since they were unfamiliar with American names and slang, they made a mess out of 
the names when they transcribed those records for ancestry.com. 

We paying patrons raised such a fuss over the mistakes we found, ancestry changed their method of 
transcribing. This is why when you are looking for names in the census, there are so many 
corrections to the census records. 

One of our older record transcribers in Missouri wrote 60 or more books on Missouri courthouse 
records. She wrote a book on Crawford County, Missouri Marriages book 1 and book "A'. I decided to 
write my own book on those marriages and I included book "B". 

You can access my book at the following... https://openlibrarv.org/people/flovdpratt59/lists 
Go to the list... Vital Text Series click on the title then click on the title you desire. After it opens on the 
right side is the words Read or Read Online. Click on one of those and you will be directed to Internet 
Archive. On the right hand side is a box, click on the PDF and the book will open. On the right lower 
side is a floppy disk icon. I suggest you save it to your computer so you can read it at your leisure. 

When I compared what I found in the actual marriage records, I found Mrs. Woodruff was an excellent 
compiler but I found over 400 errors in her work. I found wrong dates, missing marriages, omissions 
of locations, missing pages and through close scrutiny and cross-referencing I have corrected those 
entries with the pertinent information. 

So, when you find digitized information nothing beats the actual reading of the document. Remember 
those who digitize those records are not interest in supplying you with ALL the data concerning that 
record, but they are interested in creating something they can sell. 

What to Look for in Cumberland County, Kentucky 

We know Cumberland County, Kentucky was on the trail of western migrations. We know the county 
was formed in 1798 so they should have old records if they haven't been destroyed. 

The following is a list of what to look for when you arrive at the county seat in Burkesville. 

1. Go to the main library and check their genealogy section for printed books on the 
marriages, deeds and find out where they house old newspapers. 

(a) You are looking for family histories written by locals containing information about the 
Galton, Golton Gaulton, Johnson and Scott families from the area. 

(b) You want to see if someone has published in book form, marriages, deeds, wills and 
death records of Galton, Golton Gaulton, Johnson and Scott families from the area.

(c) You are looking for a marriage record of Johnson-Galton circa 1830-1840. Also, 

& Galton after 1830. 

(d) You are looking for land purchases for David Galton, Golton Gaulton between 1830- 
1840. 

(e) You are looking for land purchases for Wilson R. Johnson from 1830-1840. 

(f) You are looking for land purchases for Johnson family. 

(g) You are looking in the newspapers dated 1830-1840 for anything mentioning Galton, 
Golton Gaulton, Johnson and Scott families from the area. 

(h) Check for books on the local cemeteries naming Johnson burials after 1830- 

1840. If Wilson's dad or mother died while he was in Cumberland County, Kentucky 
then there may be a record of the burial. 

2. Go to the courthouse and check the marriages, deeds, wills (probate), and court records 
for any references to Galton, Golton Gaulton, Johnson and Scott families from the area. 

(a) You are looking at the actual marriage pages to see if Wilson and Savina were married 
there. Be mindful of other marriages of Galton, Golton Gaulton, Johnson and Scott 
families from the area. 

(b) You want to check the deed records to find out when David Galton, Golton Gaulton 
and/or Wilson Johnson bought property in the county. If you find Wilson Johnson 
purchased property, check the neighbors and see if any of them carry the Johnson 
surname. You may find David Galton, Golton Gaulton bought property and after Wilson 
and Savina were married, David gave Wilson some property close by his residence. 

(c) You want to check the probate records for any Johnson family who died between 

1830-1840. If you are extremely lucky, you find some Johnson left a will or estate 
settlement naming Wilson R. Johnson as a beneficiary. 

(d) You want to check the court records for 1830-1840 for any references to David Galton, 
Golton Gaulton, Wilson Johnson and Scott families from the area. Also, be mindful any 
record concerning a Johnson could be a relative to Wilson R. Johnson. 

Of course, all of this is predicated on Wilson R. Johnson living in Cumberland County, Kentucky 
before the 1840 census. 

Since we cannot locate Wilson and Savina in the 1840 census, if there are records of him in 
Cumberland County between 1830-1840, then the first record mentioning him would give us an 
approximate date he arrived in the county. 

Remember, I have seen some deeds mentioning the previous locale of the buyer-giving city, county 
and the state prior to their land purchase. If Wilson bought property in Cumberland County, he might 
have given them his previous residence location. 

After you have done all you can do in Cumberland County, Kentucky, then scoot across the state line 
and go to Livingston in Overton County, Tennessee. 
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What to Look for in Overton County, Tennessee 

Since Overton County, Tennessee is just a hop, skip and jump over the state line, you will probably 
be there in an hour. Repeat what you just did in Cumberland County starting with the local libraries. 

We know or think we know by the 1840 census, Wilson and Savina should have already been 
married. Father-in-law; David Galton, Golton Gaulton has moved and was now living in Overton 
County. Even though Wilson R. Johnson does not show up in the 1840 census you want to repeat 
everything you did in Cumberland County in Overton County at Livingston. 

You are interested in seeing those marriage records and establishing residency for Wilson and 
Savina. You are especially looking for his land purchases so you will know when he bought his first 
property thereby giving you the location where his children were born. 

Since Clay County, Tennessee wasn't created until 1870, it could be Wilson and Savina bought the 
property in Overton County and in 1870 they were made citizens of Clay County without ever moving. 

I base this assumption on the following facts; Wilson and Savina are living in District 4 of Overton 
County in 1850 and near Mouth of Wolf Post Office, District 8 of Overton County in 1860 and near 
Mouth of Wolf and Fox Springs Post Office, District 8 of Overton County in the 1870 census. 

Then like magic, now they are in District 10 of Clay County in the 1880 census. Like I said the county 
could have been created around them or they sold their property in Overton County and actually 
moved to newly created Clay County between 1870-1880. 

Since they lived in Overton County, Tennessee from about 1840-1880, this is where the most 
information on this family should be. Also, it appears Savina's father; David Galton, Golton Gaulton 
died after the 1850 census in Overton County so you want to really check those cemetery books and 
records and newspapers to determine David's death date and burial location. 

Be mindful of those probate records; you are still looking for the parents of Wilson R. Johnson. If his 
father or mother joined him in Overton County, maybe there is an article about their death. 

What to Look for in Clay County, Tennessee 

Check deed records to find out when he bought his first piece of property in Clay County. Continue 
your research as you have done in Cumberland and Overton Counties. 

I know you think you have his obituary, but be mindful who wrote the article, they have proven to be 
unreliable in the past census data. 

As Wilson aged and got older, and as his children left his household, he should like most parents do, 
begin to prosper and accumulate property and wealth. Pay particular attention to the newspapers of 
April of 1889 where wife; Savina (GALTON) Johnson passes. 

You want to know how the courts handled her estate and if there was a will. Also, an obit would be 
informative. 
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The reason I stress the deed books as a great research tool, I have found marriages recorded in the 
deeds but nowhere else, I have found death dates of spouses recorded in the deeds but nowhere 
else, and I have found deceased relatives naming children and bequeathing them property and 
chattel. And until I looked in those records, no one knew that information was even there. 

Many times newspaper articles will comment about marriages, deaths, business ventures, property 
exchanges, visiting relatives, sick or dying family members, excursions by local residents to foreign 
places and military involvement concerning the local citizenry. 

Wilson may have had a visit from an uncle or relative, he may have been notified of the passing of 
one or both of his parents, he may have been written up when he bought property, a home or a 
business. All of these could reveal his birthplace and/or parentage. 

These sources should not be overlooked by the serious Wilson R. Johnson family history researcher. 

I know you want to sit in your chair and click your mouse and have someone deliver these answers to 
you, without doing your homework, but this is not how answers are found. OTHER researchers DO 
make the trips to these courthouses and they DO take their vacations to research their ancestors and 
they DO sacrifice time, effort, money and energy to find the truth and in the process of this 
commitment, they DO find the answers that others are thankful for and their life and family history has 
been enhanced because of their sacrifices. 

In my younger days, ALL our vacations were to research our family history. I had my children, writing 
down marriages in dusty old courthouses, walking cemeteries writing down headstone information, 
visiting with people they didn't even know or care about, yes, we paid our dues and I know you will 
find Wilson R. Johnson's parentage if you too, will do what other successful people have done. 

As far as those who without knowing the truth have linked him to the Benjamin and Amelia ( ) 

Johnson family, I have written a detailed, documented and undeniably great report concerning their 
family, locations, attitudes and reasons they moved to Franklin County, Missouri and Wilson R. 
Johnson was not part of their life. 

Sure, it easy to just click on ancestry.com and link him to this family without searching, verifying or 
validating the information. I guess this is why at least 50 trees link him with Benjamin and Amelia. 

So, what I have done is to do the hard work for you, so you will not live in darkness and you will be 
enlightened to the truth. These hours, days, and weeks of time I have spent on Wilson R. Johnson 
and his family I have done in the pursuit of the truth and to help interested parties to advance his 
family history. And this I have done without compensation. 

After 40 years of researching family histories, I felt it was my obligation to share with you what I have 
learned so you will not have to make the same mistakes I made, but you will be able to move quickly 
in your research and solve this man's parentage problem. 

If you will do all that I have asked you to do concerning this research, I am positive somewhere, in 
some book, or vault, or newspaper article or family lore, his parentage will be disclosed and you will 
be the hero and hailed as wise, smart, knowledgeable and generous for sharing what you find. 
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I am routing for you, I hope you will succeed; you owe it to Wilson R. Johnson to find out about his 
parents and you owe it to his descendants to leave them with answers that should have been found 
110 year ago. 

If no one cares enough to find these answers in my lifetime, then like I said before, I now have a 
vested interest in this man since I have spent so much time learning about him and his family. And we 
are not even related.

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At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy.

Whereas, pedigree 
charts list only the vitals on an individual, these books generate all known notes, articles, legal 
documents and if applicable, Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profiles on each and every direct line ancestor 
and their spouses.
